Balfour declared’ the British were 
unable to conceive the French subma- 
riné program as defensive and that it 
was “perfectly obvious” the subma- 
i nes were desired for the purpose of 
destroying commerce. 

He warned that the French attitude 
would affect British opinion most ad- 
versely and that the French program 
would be regarded as a menace. He 
reserved the right of Britain to build 
any auxiliary craft considered neces- 
sary “to deal with the situation.”

Russians Eating 
Bodies of Dead, 
Asserts Report 


Dangerous to Bury Famine 
Victims in Presence of 
People, Is Claim. 


Riga, December 28.—(By the As- 
port of cannibalism in the famine 
districts of Russia has been made to | 
the all-Russian soviet congress by | 
Delegate Ovsienko of Samara, 
cording to a dispatch to the official 
Rosta News agency dated at Moscow. 
“At Ramikoveksy the parish people 
are eating the bodies of their dead,” 
Ovsienko told the congress. “It is 
dangerous to bury the famine victims 
in the presence of the people, and 
guards must be kept over them until 
they are in a state that makes eating 
impossible.”’ 

Ovsienko said that Dr. Fridtjof 
Nansen, bigh commissioner of the in- 


ternational committee of Kussian re- 
lief, even though a hardened explorer, 
returned to Moscow sickened by the 
scenes he witnessed in the stricken 
districts. The speaker said that chil- 
dren are. being taken to the Steppes 
and left there. to die; that mothers, 


} maddened by their experiences, cut. 


the throats of their babes. 

At the beginning of January, con- 
tinued Ovsienko, the soviets, with all 
their outside aid, will be able to A 
only half of the starving chil 
and only one-twentieth of the ad ts.

Balfour characterized this as a 
“serious interference with the naval 
holiday” but added that it was only a 
small part of the anxiety and disap- 
pointment created in his mind. 
Official Report. 
Here is the way the official report 
sets forth Balfour’s position on sub- 
marines: 
“They (the French) have now come 
forward with a great building pro- 
gram of submarines and auxiliary 
craft. He (Balfour) was perfectly 
unable to conceive how that could be 
regarded as a defensive policy—it was 
perfectly obvious that the proposed 
90,000 tons of submarines were in- 
tended to destroy commerce. It was 
perfectly clear that if at our very 
gates a fleet of 90,000 tons of sub- 
marines was to be constructed, no 
limitation of any kind on: auxiliary 
vessels capable of dealing with sub- 
marines could be admitted by the gov- 
ernment which he represented: ‘ 
“Public motive had now been given 
in a most formal manner that this 
fleet was to be built on the shores 
nearest to Britain and it would neces- 
sarily be a very great menace to her. 
“He had no doubt, if the occasion

house at’ Grant park, a new ladies’

velopment of thirty-five acres on the 
north of Piedmont park.

Of Vain Attempt 


To Aid Refugees 


How be tried in vain to rescue 
his parents from thé cold and hunger 
existing among the Jewish refugees 
in Odessa and other partS of eastern 
Europe is told in a letter frq@m Morris 
Gest, the noted theatrical producer, 
that has just been received by Charles 
Emerson Cook, playwright, ¢ritic and 
theatrical producer of the firm of 
Comstock & Gest, who is spending 
his holidays here with Colonel P. N. 
Snook, the father of Mrs. Cook, who 


is known on the stage gs Gladys} 


Hanson. 


“My own brother, Samuel, with, 


his wife and baby,” writes Mr. Gest, 
“managed to escape from Kishineff 
and are now safe in Warsaw. But 
their flight was a thrilling one and 
the hardships they endured were al- 
most beyond description. ‘They were 
smuggled across the border on Poland, 
but not until Samuel had been thrice 
arrested by Russian authorities and 
thrice condemned to be shot. Their 
escape was little less than miraculous. 

“My sister and -husband escaped 
from Odessa. but they were unable 
to persuade my purents to undertake 
the dangerous journey. For 27 days 
they travelled on foot with only such 
food as they could gather along the 
route and they finally arrived in Lem- 
berg almost without clothes and near- 
ly starved to death. Their case is 
typical of many thousands. 

“‘My parents are still in Odessa. |! 
was unable to reach them although 
I got to the border town of Regina, 
where the Russian guards could be 
plainly seen walking their beats on the 
other side of the river. I was only 
four hours journey from Odessa and 
it almost drove me mad to think 
that I was so near and yet unable to 
see my parents. I was able to send a 
special Russian courier with letters 
and money for them, and I hope that 
ultimately I may be. able to bring 
them out of Russia.”

DRAW COUNTER FIRE 


Washington, December 28.—Senate 
tariff hearings were enlivened today 
by an attack on American newspaper 
publishers by Colonel William  B. 
Haskell, of New York city, vice presi- 
dent of the’ International Puper com- 
pany, and-a counter attack on. the 
newsprint paper manufacturers by 
William -J. Pape, poate of: a 
‘Waterbfiny '(Conn.) Kepublica 
Ing for a number of small’ publisher 
who, he said, organized a joint ayine 
corporation because many of them 
were “unable single-handed to assist. 
themselves in an endeavor to obtain 
fair priced newsprint,” 

Urging a tariff protection for nis 
industry against HKuropean competi- 
tion, Colonel’ Haskell told the com 
mittee that “congress had gradually 
yielded to the clamors. of the paid 
agents of the publishers” until finally 


moved and “the industry abandoned tv 
drift in tle ebb and flow of the inter- 
natianal competitive tide.” 

The charge that any “undue in- 
fluence” had been used by the publish- 
ers in arguing for the placing of news- 
‘print. paper on the free list was de- 
nied by Emory Thomason, of Chicago.: 
speaking for the American Newspaper ‘ 
Publishers’ association. He. dectared 
the ‘publishers had ‘based their argu- 
ment on the economic ground of the 
inability of American ngw sprint man: 
ufacturers to supp phy emestic con- 
tion. This inability was stated 
olonel Haskell. 

‘Mr. Pape told the committee that, 
the question befgre congress in de- 
termining .as to t . retention of news- 
print paper on thé free list was wheth-° 
er the publishers should again have 
imposed on them. such a condition as 
was found by a_ senate committee, 
which reporte¢ last year that certain 
manufacturers had taken advantage of 
a newsprint . shortage “t6 exploit the. 
purchasers” and “hold them up for ex- 
cessive, unreasonable and wholly un- 
fair prices.” 

Publishers, who, as a class, largely 
dominate public opinion affecting busi- 
ness policies through direct appeal to 
readers, Mr. Pape added, “have been 
potently weak when fighting for a fair 
price for newsprint.” He declared

“soared to undrzamed of heights” and.

LITTLE CAKES FOR COLD DAY. 
ITTLE cakes are more attra 
tive than big ones for luncheon 
very often. On cold winter days 
fresh little cakes with canned fruit 
or with a cup ‘of chocolate make 
delicious luncheon dessert. And they 
are infinitely less trouble to prepare 

Any good cake Satter may be us 
with the addition of various spices 
chopped nuts, raisins, dates or citro 
from time to time to vary the cha 
acter of the cake. 

The-simplest sort of frosting ma 
be used, just confectioners’ sugar mix 
ed with milk or with beaten white @ 
egg. 

Or, you need use no frosting, but 
may sprinkle the cakes with sugs 
Sometimes you may place a nut me 
in a little white or chocolate fros 
ing. Sometimes you may spripk. 
cakes, before baking them, “grar 
ulated sugar or with granulated sugar 
and cocoa mixed. This eooks into 
most interesting surface. 

Tea Cakes. 

Cream one cup of butter with twa 
cups of sugar, add a cup of milk, twe 
cups of flour, and half a cup of corng 
starch sifted with two teaspoons ¢ 
cream tartar and one of soda. Flavor 
to taste, bake in patty-pans, anc 
sprinkle with powdered sugar o 
spread with any preferred frosting. 

Nut Cakes. 

Chop coarsely a cup of pecans, wal 
nuts or hazlenuts. Add a cup o 
sugar, the stiffly beaten whites o 
two eggs, and sufficient flour to roll 
Roll thin, cut into rounds, and bake 
in a slow oven.
